overiapping the standards, and hoiding the spear away from his body with his ieft 
hand oniy, as on the BM specimen. These two specimens were the Caiico coin 
cited above, ex Mazzini, Jameson, and John Evans, which reappeared in Triton 
VII, 2004, 971; and Cahn 80, 1933, 692. 

This youthfui portrait with curiy hair appeared three times on Hadrian’s coinage, 
each time on just one aureus obverse die: first with the obverse iegend HADRIANVS 
AVGVSTVS P P (c. 1 28-9 AD), then with HADRIANVS AVGVSTVS as on our coin 
(c. 129-31 AD), and finaiiy with HADRIANVS AVG COS III P P (c. 131 -8 AD). It 
seems possible that the person portrayed is Pedanius Fuscus, Hadrian’s grand- 
nephew, who was accompanying Hadrian on his second provinciai tour and was 
his presumed successor, but who couid not yet be actuaiiy named on the coins 
because he had not been adopted and made Caesar. Fuscus was born in 113 
so was in his mid to iate teens when the aurei in question were struck, matching 
the apparent age of the youthfui portrait. He wears his hair in the same curiy 


styie as Aeiius Caesar and Marcus Aureiius Caesar on their coins of 137 and 
139 on respectiveiy, a styie that Hadrian himseif is not known to have ever used. 
The identicai portrait is aiso known from severai surviving marbie portrait busts, 
inciuding one found at Hadrian’s Viiia in Tivoii. Each of the three aureus obverse 
dies in question occurs with a reverse showing Hadrian’s adoptive parents Trajan 
and Piotina with the iegend DIVIS PARENTIBVS, appropriate if the subject of 
the obverse type too was the imperiai succession. These speciai “dynastic” 
aurei showing the presumed successor Fuscus but with Hadrian’s name couid 
have been intended as gifts to seiected recipients on some speciai occasion, for 
exampie Fuscus’ birthday or New Year’s Day. 

The ancient historians oniy mention that Fuscus was executed, aiong with 
his grandfather Servianus who was married to Hadrian’s sister, because he 
resented Hadrian’s adoption of Aeiius Caesar in 136 and had been encouraged 
by omens to hope that he himseif wouid become emperor. More information 
about him, however, can be derived from an ancient discussion of his horoscope; 
from an Arabic source stating that Hadrian’s cousin was present when Hadrian 
interviewed the siient phiiosopher Secundus in Athens, presumabiy during one of 
Hadrian’s iast two visits to that city in 1 28-9 and 1 31 -2 AD; and from a statue base 
of Fuscus erected by his iictor at Ephesus, probabiy during Hadrian’s vist there in 
1 29. The importance of Fuscus’ famiiy may be judged from the fact that his father 
was joint consui with Hadrian in the first ordinary consuiship of the reign, 1 1 8 AD, 
and that his grandfather, apart from being married to Hadrian’s sister, reached the 
eminence of a third consuiship in 134 AD. For a fuii discussion of there matters, 
see E. Champiin, Hadrian’s Heir, ZPE 21, 1976, pp. 79-89. 

The identification of the youthfui portrait on these three aureus dies of Hadrian as 
possibiy Pedanius Fuscus is an unpubiished idea of C. Ciay’s. P.V Hiii in contrast 
has suggested that these aurei might show a youthfui or ideaiized Hadrian and 
have been struck posthumousiy by Antoninus Pius in 138 during his dispute 
with the Senate over Hadrian’s deification: see Hiii’s articie Abnormai Hadrianic 
Portraits, Spink’s Numismatic Circuiar, Juiy-August 1966, pp. 177-80; and his 
book The Undated Coins of Rome, AD 98-148, London 1970, pp. 78-9. Hiii’s 
idea, foiiowing a suggestion of Mattingiy’s in BMC IV, p. cxvii, has been adopted 
by David Sear in his new Roman Coins and Their Vaiues II, London 2002, pp. 
263-4. This hypothesis is conciusiveiy refuted, however, by the occurrence of 
one of these dynastic aurei in the Eria Hoard of 1966, which obviousiy ciosed in 
the 130’s before Hadrian’s death, since it contained no coins of Aeiius Caesar 
or Antoninus Caesar and oniy a few of the common denarius types of Hadrian’s 
iast great issue with obverse iegend HADRIANVS AVG COS III P P. It is aiso 
very difficuit to expiain why Antoninus shouid have revived two obsoiete obverse 
iegends of Hadrian, HADRIANVS AVGVSTVS P P and HADRIANVS AVGVSTVS, 
for his supposed posthumous issue of 1 38. Why not use Hadrian’s iatest obverse 


legend HADRIANVS AVG COS III P P on all three dies?. About EF SOLD

387. AKKADIAN HEMATITE CYLINDER SEAL, ca. 1800-1600 B.C. Two gods; 
each with an attendant. There is a two iine inscription and a one iine secondary 
inscription, “Ama and Shamsh” (The names of the two gods depicted).

B.C. This figure of a nude female, with arms at her sides and her legs pressed 
together, resembles the so-called “concubine” figures. Although such figures were 
originally thought to be concubines for the deceased man’s afterlife pleasure, their 
presence in female tombs, together with the fact that the figures sometimes hold 
infants, indicates rather that the figures had broader regenerative associations 
and were intended to benefit the deceased’s resurrection in the afterlife.

404. DARK RED FAIENCE LOTUS BLOSSOM, New Kingdom, ca. 1567-1085 B.C. 
Drilled through the calyx, the flower is shown open, with three sepals rising from 
a ribbed calyx to frame a cluster of petals. Floral jewelry elements such as 
this one may also have had amuletic significance, since, to the Egyptians, the 
repeated opening and closing of the flower in the diurnal cycle of life represented 
regeneration and rebirth.

405. LIMESTONE OSTRACON (STONE FLAKE WITH A HEAD-SHAVING SCENE), 
New Kingdom, ca. 1550-1069 B.C. A comment concerning the function 
of chapels for worship in the village of Deir el-Medina and the function of lay 
priesthood follows from the book Pharaoh’s Workers: “The workmen themselves 
engaged in the simple priestly activities documented; the villagers probably had 
no professional clergy, though some chapels had attached chambers or guard 
houses. Serving as priests for the processions they conducted ones, though the 
titles of “lector”, “fan bearer” and “bak” (servant) are also known. 

From: Pharaoh’s Workers, the Villagers of Deir el-Medina, Leonard H. Lesko, 
Editor. Cornell University Press 1994, page 90-93. A scene from everyday life 
is depicted here, where the seated figure, wearing a red shoulder-strap and 
attached garment typical of the New Kingdom, is attended by another figure, 
grasping a red razor in his left hand and steadying the attendee’s head in his 
right. This standing figure with a delicately rendered face, is garbed in a tight- 
fitting kilt-loincloth and red belt, his right foot braced against the attendee’s folded 
knees. Likely represents part of the preparation to attend service in temple ritual 
required of priests-though Ancient Egyptians regularly opted for shaving for 
practical cleanliness and hygiene in general. These stone flake drawings were 
created by tomb artists in an impromptu fashion upon stone flakes produced 
during the quarrying of tombs and inspired by events seen or remembered in 
their daily lives. A relevant scene of daily life at the apex of the Egyptian epoch.

407. CALCITE RAM FRAGMENT WITH AMUN GLYPH, Third Intermediate Period, 
ca. 1070-715 B.C. The ram was a sacred animal representing fertility and 
procreation powers to the ancient Egyptians. The native species, Ovis Longipes 
Paleoaegypticus, was cultivated and worshipped in the earliest settlements and 


towns of the Pre-dynastic era. Characterized by its horizontally extended curling 
or undulating horns, this early type was the symbol of the creator-god Khnum, 
worshipped at Esna and on Elephantine Island. Another type of ram, introduced 
from Western Asia during the Middle Kingdom (2040-1784 B.C.), paleoatlanticus, 
eventually supplanted the native species. This later type bears horns that curve 
inwards, and became the regularly depicted form of this sacred animal in statuary 
and amuletic figures depicting a number of gods from the New Kingdom (1550- 
1070 B.C.) onwards. However, the horns of the earlier type were still used 
iconographically, sometimes in contexts with both types of horns layered together. 
In later times, popular animal cults prompted the founding of large cemeteries to 
receive the mummified bodies of sacred rams, often regarded in their own towns 
with the same attributes and sacred status afforded the Apis Bull of Memphis. The 
Ram of Mendes, for example, was believed to possess oracular powers, and was 
a sole, chosen representative of the local god, while in other locales, whole flocks 
of sacred rams were maintained in temple complexes. One of the most powerful 
associations of the ram within the religious experiences of the ancient Egyptians 
was the connection to Amun-Re, depicted in the avenue of criosphinxes leading 
to the entrance to Karnak Temple. Carvings of the sacred ram decorated the 
prow and stern of Amun’s sacred barque, and private stelae expressing personal 
devotion to “the goodly ram” attest to this sacred animal’s popularity. This portion 
of a carved depiction of the sacred ram as a manifestation of Amun may be a 
decorative detail from temple architecture, part of a private worship shrine, or a 
larger amuletic or votive figure. Aside from the animal’s downward-curving horns 
rendered close to the face, short “beard,” and long, plaited headdress, a few 
glyphs are apparent, below the edge of a section of cavetto-cornice, to help to 
prove the identity and locational origin of the figure. Although fragmentary, the 
glyphs reveal the name Amun-Re, even though the initial character, a reed-leaf 
glyph, has been partly lost. This figure is likely, therefore, to have come from the 
Theban area, in Southern Egypt. The ram’s features are sensitively rendered, 
and exhibit good proportions and fine details. Carved of a glossy calcite, the 
figure represents an interesting and rare type of composition, with ram-headed 
figure resting upon a shrine-cornice, upon a hieroglyphic band. Mounted.

408. LARGE EARLY BRONZE FIGURE OF OSIRIS, 21 st to 22nd Dynasty, ca. 1 075- 

716 B.C. Osiris wears a close fitting cloak and stands mummiform holding a 
crook, which symbolizes rule, and an ankh, which is the symbol through which 
the god confers eternal life. He wears the Atef crown of Upper Egypt. His facial 
features and beard are finely incised and he has an engraved beaded pattern 
across his chest, upper torso and back. This is a very interesting transitional 
type between the more experimental iconography of the 21st and 22nd Dynasty 
bronzes of Osiris and those of the Late Period generally. The standard Osiris 
stands mummiform holding a crook and flail whereas a variant of the earlier 
Osiris’ usually hold a was scepter and an ankh. This one seems to combine 
both elements by holding the crook of the later Osiris statues and the ankh of 
more archaic versions.

409. LIGHT GREEN FAIENCE USHABTI, Third Intermediate Period, ca. 1070-712 

B.C. Pale green in color, mummiform figure clutching a hoe in each hand. This 
is a very substantial and well-modeled ushabti with strong relief features for the 
period. Thus a nice contrast to most poorly modeled Third Intermediate period 
ushabtis. Translation: “The Osiris, Pa-sheri-en-[...j.” Possible restorations of the 
personal name include Pa-sheri-en-aset, Pa-sheri-en-mut, Pa-sheri-en-ptah, and 
Pa-sheri-en-ta-ihe. These commonly attested names mean, respectively, “The 
child of Isis,” “The child of Mut,” “The child of Ptah,” and “The child of the stable.”

410. A RARE LARGE GREEN FAIENCE BES STATUE, Late Period, ca. 715-330 

B.C. The bandy-legged dwarf god stands with a squat body, his hands on hips. 
The deity is nude except for his beaded collar necklace and tall ostrich plume 
headdress. In spite of his grotesque and ferocious appearance, Bes was a 
popular deity, favored as a protector of the family, childbirth and associated with 
sexuality itself. This is an unusually large effigy of Bes in wonderful condition with 
beautiful light apple green faience and iron oxide staining. Very rare in this size 
and condition.

411. WOODEN CONCUBINE FIGURE, Late Period, ca. 712-30 B.C. This piece 

represents female reproductive power. It is believed that the purpose of this type 
was to symbolize or reinforce the sexual aspects of regeneration and rebirth. 
She wears a bag wig with arms and breasts missing. Encrustation on underside, 
mounted on custom base. H. 8 3/4” 1850 

412. BLACK SCHIST TORSO OF A PRIEST, Late Period, ca. 712-30 B.C. Ancient 
Egyptian priests, not necessarily religious figures as we now know them, had 
responsibilities ranging from acting as temple attendants to performing rites and 
naming holidays and ceremonies. This sculpture represents the figure of a priest 
with unusually long arms. While hard stone figures such as this one are not 


extremely rare, they are becoming increasingly difficult to find and are highly 
desirable and impressive pieces of ancient Egyptian art. Mounted.

413. EXTRAORDINARILY FINE PALE BLUE-GREEN FAIENCE DJED-PILLAR, 

Late Period, probably Saite, ca. 715-330 B.C. Extraordinarily fine and large pale 
blue-green faience djed-pillar. Although the djed-pillar is attested from earliest 
times, exactly what it represents is uncertain. It may be a stylized tree trunk with 
the branches chopped off, or it may represent the four pillars that support the 
sky superimposed upon one another. Ultimately the djed-pillar was considered 
to represent Osiris’ backbone. As a hieroglyph, djed meant “stability,” and this 
amulet therefore imbued its owner with stability and endurance. Chapter 155 of 
the Book of the Dead prescribes placement of a djed-pillar amulet at the throat of 
the mummy, to transform the deceased into an “equipped spirit” in the entourage 
of Osiris. Drilled crosswise through the middle, this amulet would have been 
sewn onto the bandages of a mummy, either at the throat or elsewhere on the 
torso.

414. LARGE LIMESTONE HAND AMULET, Late Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. This 

hand amulet depicts an outstretched palm and wrist. The fingernails, knuckles, 
and palm lines are all carefully indicated. The function of hand amulets was to 
ensure that the deceased would have dexterity and the power of manual activity 
in the Afterlife, and to this end they were placed at the wrist of the corpse during 
mummification. The square loop at the amulet’s wrist end allowed it to be stitched 
to the mummy bandages. L. 2” 825 

415. DEEP BLUE FAIENCE BABOON, Late Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. Of very 

lightweight faience, this baboon is shown squatting on an ovoid base, with its 
hands in front of its stomach. The strong brow, eyes, nose, ruff, fingers, and toes 
are all carefully modeled. A lunar disk was originally atop the baboon’s head, but 
is now broken off. The back pillar is inscribed (upside-down) with the names of 
the owner and his mother; the crude hieroglyphs may be read “Irtify, born of Nes- 
ta-rekhyet.” As an amulet, the baboon would have guaranteed its owner rebirth 
and renewed life, for the baboon was associated with the newly reborn sun at 
dawn and was also a symbol of sexual vigor. H. 1 1/2” 750 

416. A LARGER EGYPTIAN FAIENCE PAPYRUS AMULET, Late Period, ca. 715- 
330 B.C. Shaped in the round, this amulet represents a papyrus plant with a 
characteristically swelling stalk and flowering umbel. The original bright blue- 
green color has faded to a pale blue. As the hieroglyph wadj, the papyrus plant 
meant “fresh” as well as “green.” To the Egyptians, the green of fresh vegetation 
symbolized new life and, by extension, regeneration, resurrection and rebirth. 

Chapters 1 59-1 60 of the Book of the Dead prescribed placement of the amulet at 
the throat of a mummy, to ensure that the body of the deceased would stay fresh 
and whole. A suspension loop at the top of the amulet permitted sewing onto 
mummy bandages.

417. A SUPERB EGYPTIAN BLUE GRAY FAIENCE BABOON AMULET, Late 

Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. Of bluish-green faience, the baboon is shown seated, 
with its elbows propped on its knees, holding its chin in its hands. The heavy 
brow, eyes, long nose, ruff, ears and mouth are all exquisitely modeled. The 
piece is drilled from the top to bottom, to permit stringing for use as an amulet or 
as part of a larger jewelry ensemble. The baboon was an animal manifestation 
of Thoth but was also closely associated with the sun god Re, for it becomes 
agitated and shrieks loudly just before sunrise. As an amulet, the baboon would 
have linked its owner with rebirth and renewed life in the company of the newly 
risen sun.

41 8 . BRONZE COBRA SARCOPHAGUS, Late Period, ca. 71 5-330 B.C. This hollow 
bronze sarcophagus has an opening at one end, for insertion of a mummified 
cobra. Although, while modeled as a sarcophagus, in practice, many sarcophagi 
are too small for the actual insertion of a mummified animal. The top of the coffin 
is adorned with a rearing cobra serpent, supported behind its open hood by 
means of a small bronze prop. The cobra’s body undulates back towards the 
rear end of the piece, where it merges with a bronze loop, whose purpose may 
have been to fix the sarcophagus within a shrine. The cobra was sacred to a 
number of goddesses including Wadjet, Nekhbet, Bastet, Hathor, Isis, Mut, and 
Renenutet. The cobra also symbolized resurrection, because it sloughed its skin.

419. BRONZE CAT AMULET, Late Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. Shown seated, with its 
front paws together and its tail curled around one side of the body on the ground. 

Large 
loop attached to the back for suspension on a string or necklace. Since the female 
cat was particularly noted for its fecundity, this amulet may have enhanced its 
owner’s fertility. The piece is very nicely modeled for its small size. Heavy green 
patina, one ear missing.

420. GREEN-GLAZED FAIENCE PATAIKOS, Late Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. The 
word pataikos derives from the Greek writer Herodotus’ description of the 430. 
protective dwarf figures with which the Phoenicians adorned the prows of their 
triremes. Depicting a naked dwarf with close-shaved hair, bowed legs, rounded 


belly, and arms akimbo, the Egyptian pataikos was protective and functioned 
apotropaically, warding off danger and negative forces. In both form and 
function, the pataikos shows close affinities with Bes, the bow-legged dwarf god 
who warded off the malevolent forces of chaos during childbirth. This particular 
example has a scarab atop its head and a suspension loop at the back, which 
permitted stringing.

421. FRIT SPACER WITH IMAGES OF HAPY AND DUAMUTEF, Late Period, ca. 

715-330 B.C. This frit plaque is decorated on either side with images of Hapy and 
Duamutef, two of the four sons of Horus whose duty it was to protect the internal 
organs of the deceased. Each is shown as an animal-headed mummy, standing 
on the plinth, with hands emerging from the wrappings to grasp a scepter or a 
folded-cloth amulet of protection. The fact that this plaque has four crosswise 
drill-holes indicates that it was strung across four strings of beads, probably along 
with other similar spacers, as part of an elaborate net or shroud that was spread 
across the torso of a mummy.

422. DELICATELY MODELED EGYPTIAN ALABASTER ALABASTRON, Late 

Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. This alabaster vessel was manufactured in two pieces:

The long tapering body has two 
nub handles near the top. This vessel may have contained oils or perfumes, 
which were poured, or perhaps other substances that were removed by means of 
an applicator stick.

423. BRONZE FIGURE OF THE SEATED ISIS AND THE BABY HORUS, Late 

Period, ca. 715-330 B.C. Isis is shown seated, wearing a tripartite wig, uraeus, 
cow’s horn with solar disk, a broad collar and tight-fitting dress. With her right 
hand, she holds her left breast out to the infant Horus, shown naked with the 
“side lock of youth” and wearing the Double Crown of Upper and Lower Egypt, 
and supported within a small portable shrine. Very nicely modeled for a smaller 
piece.

424. FAIENCE USHABTI, 26th Dynasty, ca. 664-525 B.C. Pale green faience 

ushabti, with two lines of inscription (reading first horizontally and then continuing 
vertically down the front). Translation: “Illuminate the Osiris Hor-pe(n)-aset, born 
of Aset-sheshen.” The name “Hor-pen-aset” means “Horus. The one of Isis” and

425. FAIENCE USHABTI OF HERU-ANKH, 26th Dynasty, ca. 664-525 B.C. A 
beautifully preserved turquoise glaze ushabti of Heru-ankh. It is inscribed “May 
he be illuminated, the Osiris, beloved son, prophet of Anubis, a true soul, or 
servant, Heru-ankh, born of Imy-pet, the true of voice.” Heru-ankh may be 
translated, ‘Horus lives!’ and Imy-pet may be translated, ‘She who is in heaven’. 
It holds a seed bag and hoe. Mounted on a black metal base.

426. AMMUT (DEVOURER OF THE DEAD), Late Period, ca. 664-330 B.C. Limestone 

relief fragment with the complete head of Ammut in sunken relief. Ammut dwelt 
in the netherworld. She had the head of a crocodile, the torso of a lion, and the 
bottom half of a hippopotamus. In the Book of the Dead, Ammut awaits beside 
the scales of justice where the hearts of the dead are weighed against the feather 
of truth, or Maat. She devoured the hearts of those whose evil deeds made them 
unfit to enter the afterlife, thereby condemning them to annihilation and earning 
her name “devourer of the dead.” Representations of Ammut in stone are 
extremely rare.

427. BONE LION HEAD, Ptolemaic Period, ca. 300-30 B.C. Sculpted of actual lion

428. HELLENISTIC BRONZE APPLIQUE OF A TRITON, Hellenistic, Alexandrian 

School, ca. 51-31 B.C. This magnificent sculpture stands on his fish legs and 
holds a rudder in one hand the other which is extended but broken would have 
held a horn, glossy green patina. The triton is a half man, the top half, and half 
fish, with two fish tails instead of legs. He is the son of Poseidon and Amphitrite. 
He lived with his father and mother in a golden palace at the bottom of the sea, 
and was known to have carried a trumpet made of a conch shell. This trumpet 
was blown at the command of Poseidon to soothe the restless sea. Extremely 
significant pedigree.

Guarding the road to Thebes the Sphinx 
wouid stop aii traveiers and pose riddies to them; those who were unabie to soive 
her riddies she wouid devour. When Oedipus was asked by the Sphinx, ‘which 
animai has four feet in the morning, two at midday and three in the evening?’ 
He answered correctiy with, ‘Man, who in infancy crawis on aii fours, who waiks 
upright on two feet in maturity, and in oid age supports himseif with a stick.’ 
Vanquished, the Sphinx threw herseif into the sea. Greek sphinxes became a 
famiiiar motif for the decoration of ancient tombs.

ISLAMIC PERSIAN QAJAR PILGRIMAGE MAP OF THE HOLY CITY OF 
KARBALA, ca. first half of the 19th cent. A.D. This hand painted linen map 
details the worship mosque, holy shrine and burial grave of the Shi’ite Islamic 
martyr Imam Hussein in Karbala. Imam Hussein was chosen as a caliph, or 
religious leader, destined to be the head of Islam and follow in the footsteps of 
the Prophet Mohammed, although his reign was cut short when, during prayer, 
he was brutally slain execution style in 680 A.D. Hussein, along with seventy-two 
other martyrs are buried in the holy city. The map illustrates symbolic as well 
as specific traits and characteristics of the Islamic city: date trees line the once 
untouchable fortress, secluding it from the outside city; and water, an important 
element used in cleansing and worship, also lines the outer edges of the religious 
temple with the intent of keeping intruders out. Aside from the larger temple, the 
map designates other areas of worship and prayer; areas of gathering, where 
arguably, Hussein and his council would advise on religious matters, as well as 
matters involving threats to their safety and prosperity; and areas of religious 
housing in the form of complexes. The map, which was written in the Persian 
script Farsi, leads the visitor throughout the holy city with historical highlights 
of Imam’s rule and the Islamic cause; but the map also includes instructions 
for proper visitation. For example, the word “entrance” is found near the sole 
opening of the city, and words like “shoes room” instruct the worshipper to place 
their shoes in a designated area before proceeding onward. While the religious 
city is in Iraq, hundreds of thousands of Shiite Moslems visit the site every year 
on the anniversary of Hussein’s death. Even during the initial stages of the war 
on terror, people literally walked from their homes to find refuge in the holy City 
of Karbala in the hopes of strengthening their faith in the teachings of Islam and 
finding solace in the sufferings of Imam Hussein. Generally excellent condition 
and color with minor staining and degradation of the iron-oxide based pigments.
